| The Marie Louise at once put 
about and steamed at full speed to- 

ward the Sirio. Suddenly there was 

a tremendous explosion. Through 

| his glasses the captain of the Marte 


| Louise could see human bodies, spars, 
[and pieces of the deck and hatch. 
| ways thrown into the air. 


| Steaming slowly around the wreck, 
the Marie" Loue then picked up 
fifty-four victims from the water. 
Some of them wore lifebelts, and the 
| majority were able to swim. Among 
those rescued were a five-year-old boy, 
the son of a Spanish emigrant, and 
an Italian woman of sixty, who 
showed wonderful presence of mind, 
and swam sturdily until a boat 
rcached her. 

Despite the exertions of the crew 
lof the Marie Louise, it is certain 
| that from fifty to sixty persons were 
lost because they could not keep 
afloat until the ship’s boats reached 
them. Оре maa made desperate, but 
unavailing efforts to  uníasten a 
money-belt, filled with gold, which 
weighted him down, and he disap- 
peared with the despairing cry of 
“I cannot unfasten it," when a boat 
was within twenty feet of him. 

The Spanish fishing fleet in the 
vicinity of Cape Palos bastened to 
the scene of the wreck, and some 
500 persons were saved by the 
schooners V incent Lucano and Joven 
Miguel alone; The captains of these 
vessels showed great courage, the 
commander of the Joven Miguel 
quelling an incipient mutiny with his 
revolver. 

The fishing vessel was lying along- 
side the wreck, and the mob of 
| frenzied passengers were pouring over 
| the side*"when the Sirio settled still 
| further in-the water. This, coupled 
with the perceptible list given the 
Joven Miguel by the rush of refugees, 
| caused a panic among her crew, and 
| they implored the captain to cast off 
| before their ship was lost likewise. 
| “ Аз long as there are lives to be 
[saved we shall stay here," replied 
Ithe captain, and when this decision 
| was received with murmurs of dis 
approval, he „produced а revolver. 
Thus intimidated the fishermen con 
tinued to help the refugees on board 
the Joven Miguel, until there were 
nearly 200 men, women, and children 
on her deck. 

Without doubt the most touching 
f incident of the  disastér was the 
| devotion of the Archbishop of San 
| Paulo, Brazil, and a little band of 
j English Benedictines, headed by the 
prior of one of their religious 
houses. The, Archbishop's life would 
have been saved had his lifebelt not 
been -snatched away by an unknown 
emigrant.

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Divers Beneath a Cathedral. 


The employment of divers in 
underpinning a cathedral is surely a 
novelty їп England. (says The 
Building. World). Winchester Cathe 
dral is built on water-logged founda 
tions, and the fabric had sunk to 
such an extent that underpinning 


became necessary. This work was | 


begun by pumping the water out of 
the foundations, and while this «did 


not cause any harm, it was found to | 


be totally inadequate. It having 
been decided to remove the peat 
upon which the east end of the 
building rests, and to substitute for 
it what will be a rock of concrete 


and bags of cement, the only | 


method by which this could be 
accomplished was by means of divers 
Two of the best in the kingdom 
were procured, and these are now 
working in four-hour shifts They 
are working in 15ft. of water, on 
their backs or their sides, and the 
building has been successfully urrder- 


pinned at three or four different 


points. 
The “ Lusitania.” 

The Cunard liner Lusitania has 
been designed for a speed of 25 knots 
an hour, a speed which is a knot 
and a half in excess oí that of the 
fastest of the,existing ocean grey- 
nounds, the Kaiser Wilhelm 12., of 
the North German Lloyd. To pro 
pel the great hull through the water 
at this speed the Lusifania is pro 
vided (says Work) with turbine en 
gines developing 68,000 indicated 
horse-power, and driving four screws. 
The turbines are the largest so far 
constructed for similar work. The 
low-pressure engines alone weigh 
nearly 430 tons, The diameter of 
the rotor of the latter is 15ft. 8in., 
the blades having a maximum length 
of 22in. toward the low-pressure end, 
ziving a maximum diameter of the 
rotor of 19ft. din. The  peri- 
pheral speed of the rotor under 
normal conditions of working will 
attain a maximum of 142ft. 
a second. The engines have been 
designed with the greatest care, 
and in them have been incorporated 
the latest advances in? turbine con 
struction. Especially is this true of 
the casings, which have been carefully 
proportioned to resist circumferential 
stress without undue weight. By the 
use of the turbine, and by great in 
crease in displacement, it has been 
possible to add enormously to the 
engine pewer in order to obtain the 
ircrease in speed, though this is com 
paratively slight in itself. 
Engine-Drivers’ ’Phone. 

An invention has just been 
patented which, by use of the tele 
phone, promises to avert railway 
accidents that arise from the 
inability of the engine-driver to see 
the signals along the line. He will be 
apprised of danger by audible sig 
nals in the engine itself, and these 
warnings -will be given automatically. 

The inventor is Mr. Frederick 
Hall, of Eastbourne, an electrical en- 
gineer as well as an artist, whose 
pictures have often been exhibited 
in the Academy. 

A working model was recently in- 


spected by officials of the Board of | 


Trade, who expressed their ap- 
proval of it, and last week the chief 
engineer of the Brighton and. South 
Coast railway examined it with a 
view to.experiments on a large scale. 

Mr. Hall explained the system -to 
a Daily Express representative at 
London Bridge Station last week. 
“ Every signal-box and engine would 
һе fitted with an ordinary telephonic 
instrument," he said. “The engine 
would have two wires reaching down 


to the line. That in the box would | 


be connected with wires to a section 
of the line, which would be electri 


fied whenever the signals were set | 
against the train, but not when the | 


line was clear, the electrification 
being carried out automatically. 

‘‘ If the distant signal were set at 
‘iine blocked,’ the moment the engine 
reached it the telephone bell would 
ring, and the driver would slow 
down. When the ' home signal' was 
reached. if the gnal was still 
'against, the bell would ring again, 
and the driver would stop the train. 
He would then be in telephonic com- 
munication with the man in the 
signal-box, who *could convey апу 
necessary instructions to him." 

"My invention," Mr. Hall con 
tinued, “ will save the companies tens 
of thousands of pounds a year, which 
they now have to spend on explosive 
fog-signals 

“ АП the delays which are now so 
annoying during thick weather will 
be altogether done away with."

George Clark, thirteen years old, 
of Portsmouth, was the hero of a 
plucky rescue from drowning last 
Monday. 

A child of six, named William 
Welch, was playing on the steps of 
the Hard, Portsea, when he fell 
from the landing into six feet of 
water. The occurrence was witnessed 
by several men, who, it is alleged, 
made no effort to save the little child, 
and he must have been drowned but 
for the promptness of young Clark, 
who was attracted to the scene by 
cries for help from the men specta- 
tors.

Without even taking off his coat, he 
dived in to the rescue of the drown- 
ing child, and with difficulty brought 
him to shore, but not a moment too 
soon, for Welch was quite uncon 
scious, and artificial respiration had 
to be resorted to before he recovered.

Over-stocked Poultry Runs. 


It is come to the overcrowding 
point already with some poultry 
keepers. A good plan is to fix up a 


few fattening coops against a wall 
or fence, and to put the earliest of 
the cockerels and all the pullets that 
are to be sold in the coops to fatten. 
The hand-cramming which these birds 
will need—three or four pellets each 
three times daily for a fortnight—will 
soon bring them into first quality 
rank, and make them worth 3s. ‘6d. 
to 4s. each, almost at once.. It will 
be too late to make those figures 
when September is well on. Prices 
drop when game comes in. If it can 
be managed, a plot can be temporarily 
wired in upon the fruit area in the 
garden for the pullots ‘that are com- 
ing on to lay. Change of/ground will 
forward them ra idly, especially if 
there is insect food on the ground and 
under the bushes. We do not find 
that fruit bushes suffer from the 
fowls. It is one way of clearing up 
the slugs and snails, and the grubs 
of the different insects that usually 
abound on fruit plots. Late hatched 
chickens «an also find a good ranging 
ground within a garden plot, and, 
providing that they are kept off 
newly-sown onion beds, they can do 
more good than harm. When the 
stubbles are clear those poultry- 
keepers who have ‘such areas should 
get every bird away from the home 
runs. Laying hens must have plenty 
of nest-boxes provided, in these 
quarters. Generally they will con- 
gregate around the corn ricks, and 
a heap of faggots or thorns’ thrown 
up loosely will induce them to seek 
nesting places there.

Rewards for Brains. |
